. Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.)— 
Former Senator Nelson W. Aldrica ard 
Christian F. Wiehe, brother-in-law of Ed- 
ward Hines, occupied the center of the siage 
today in connection with the Lorimer investi- 
gation. 

Mr. Aldrich’s testimony was mportant in 
ie contradiction in va.ious important re- 
aspects of the evidence of Mi. Hines with ref- 
erence to the alleged interference of the Taft 
administration in the Llinois senaicriai elec- 
tion. 

There ig reason to believe President Taft, 
before the arrival of Mr. Aldrich in Washing- 
ton to testify, wrote a letter stating precisely 
his conversations with the Rhode Isiancer in 
connection with the candidacy and election 
of Mr. Lorimer. Mr. Taft's attitude, as has 
been fully established, was that he favored 
the election of Mr. Hopkins because he was 
the primary choice, Failing Hopkins, any 
good Republican elected would have been 
satisfactory to him. 

Mr. Wiehe, whose cross examination began 
late in the afternoon, renewed hig contradic- 
tions of every one who has testified against 
Hines—Clarence S. Funk, tier nan H. Hetiler, 
Wirt H. Cook, William Burgess, and others. 

His counsel also sought to show a con-

Bhields Becomes Important Factor.

everybody on the Winnipeg fiyer and obtain 
affidavits from them that no such conversa- 
tien occurred.

ON WAY TO ITALY, MAN STOPS 
OFF TO SEE PARKS; ROBBED. 
Nebraska Laberee Had Saved for 


Years to Return to Qld Country— 
“Con” Men Get Money.

Salvatore Marino, a laborer from Nebraska, 
stopped off in Chicago yesterday to see some 
of the parks before sailing for his home in 
Italy. He hadn't been here an hour before he 
was robbed of $480—the savings of several 
years. 

A few minutes after Marino had stepped 
from a train at the Polk street station he was 
accosted by two men. Learning of hig pur- 
pose, they started to pilot him to Grant park. 
One the way they had several drinks. Then 

Marino confided to them that he was afraid 
he would lose his money. 

“Tl show you how to keep your money 
safe,” said one of the men, Marino turned 
over his pocketbook to the man, who pretend. 
ed to wrap it ina handkerchief, Instead he 
substituted an empty pocketbook, and, hand- 
ing it back to Marino, told him to place it in- 

| side his shirt. Then the strangers went away.

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TWO MEN SURRENDER, 


A woman was struck and killed by an auto- 
mobile at Sheridan road and Leland evenue 
at 8:45 o'clock last evening. She wag car- 
ried into the apartments nearby. Medical 
aid was administered. But she did not re- 
turn to consclousness to give her version of 
the accident. Her identity has not yet been 
learned. 

The fatality took place at the same spot 

where John J. Bohn, publisher of the Hotel 
World, lost his life several months ago. The 
manner of the accident was similar. So was 
the time of evening that it took place. 
‘Like the machine which killed the wealthy 
publisher, the car that dealt the woman her 
death blow was northbound. Like Mr. Bohn, 
the woman needed only a second to reach 
the sidewalk and eafety. She received in- 
jurtes similar to those which resulted in 
Bohn's death—a fracture at the base of the 
skull. 

Dr. Louis Clark French of 440 Sheridan 
road, first physician to reach the side of Mr. 
Bohn, was the first to come to the aid of 
the new victim of death corner —Leland 
He saw the 
woman die, despite his ministrations shortly 
after the accident as he had witnessed the 
publisher’s death. And it was to the un- 
dertaking establishment at 4525 Evanston 
avenue, where the body of Bohn was taken 
and where the fruitiess inquest was held, 
that the body of the woman now Is lying. 


_y Autoists Give Up. 

Here the death parallel ends. The car 
that killed Mr. Bohn was filled with “ joy 
riders,” who limited the speed of their pur- 
poseless journey only at the capacity of 
the motor. After they had clatmed their 
victim they vanished and have not been 
fcund. 

The automobiliets who struck the woman 
were of a different stamp. Their car, ac- 
cording to testimony of bystanders, and 
their own assertions, was going little more 
than Ax miles an hour. When the woman 
fell before them, they stopped at once, run- 
ning the machine into the curbing. They 
did what they could for their victim and 
waited for the police. 

Charles Chapman, a mason contractor, 
living at 3303 Jackson boulevard, is the 
owner of the automobile, and was at the 
wheel when the accident occurred. By his 
side sat C. F. Fiske, manager of a ware- 
house, whose home ie at 6648 Prairie ave- 
nue. 

Woman Darts Before Car. 

It was a few minutes after 9 o'clock when 
the car was approaching Leland avenue. The 
woman, evidently homewerd bound, darted 
from the sidewalk, directly into the glare of 
the automobiles searchlight. She stopped 
suddenly, dazed. 

Chapman clamped on the brakes and 
swerved sharply, but he was too late. 

The automobilists carried their victim into 
the residence of William 8. Stuckenberg, 
4700 Sheridan rosé. : 

Dr. French and Miss Effie Chatterson, a 
trained nurse, were sent for, but the woman 
died fifteen minutes later. The police took 
Chapman and Fiske to the Town Hall etaticn, 
where they are being held. 

The identity of the victim is unknown. The 
woman was about 55 years old and plainly 
dreseed. Her alpaca skirt and waist, her 
black serge jacket, and her cloth topped 
shoes showed signs of long wear. Her eyes 
are brown, her bair brown, sprinkled with 
* women carried in one hand a newly 
purchased package of hairpins. Her puree 
contained a $2 bill and a nickel. Her hands 
were hardened by toll. The police believe she 
was employed as a servant. 

Woman Hurt When Auto Overturns. 

A taxicab turned turtle later in the evening 
when the driver attempted to turn the cor- 
ner at Dearborn and Chicago avenues at 
high speed. Michael Durkin, 25 West In- 
diana street, and Miss Frances Turner, 544 
North Clark street, were dragged for some

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LEWIS STRANG DIES 
WHEN CAR UPSETS 
ON FIVE FOOT BANK 


Auto Racer Killed While Me- 
chine Travels at 4 Miles 
an Hour in Wisconsin. 


MET DEATH. HE PREDICTED 


; 


Noted Driver, in Chicago Last Sun- 
day, Said He Would Not 
Succumb on Track. 


FRIENDS SCOUT “SUICIDE” THEORY 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 20.—[Special. }—Lewis 
Strang, automobile racing driver, who has 
driven Case cars in various sections of the 
United States, was killed today near Blue 
River, Wis, while piloting the car of the 
technical committee on the Wisconsin Auto- 
mobile association’s annual reliability run. 

Strang met the kind of death he himself 
predicted. He said last Sunday in Chicago: 

I' never get killed in a race. If I get it 
at all it will be on the road.“ 

The driver died because he stuck to his car. 
The auto was running only about four miles 
an hour. Strang turned aside to let a farm- 
er's team pass. The bank suddenly gave 
way and the car slid down the embankment, 
turning turtle. Strang, reluctant to jump, 
went under to his death. The embankment 
was scarcely more than five feet high. 


Say He Invited Death. 

An element of romance and mystery is 
added to the fatality from the fact that asso- 
clates of Strang/on the tour think he was de- 
liberately inviting death. Since leaving Mil- 
waukee on Monday Strang is said to have 
been so reckleas that others who started in 
his car refused to ride with him. Strang was 
sued for divorce by his wife, am actress, 
about two years ago. 

In the car with Strang were J. W. Tufts, 
Milwaukee; Joe Jaegerberger, and L. A. 
Clark of Lancaster, Wie. They all leaped to 
safety, but Strang seemed to have either lost 
his head or welcomed death. Earlier in the 
day he had received a message from the Case 
company at Racine to report at the home 
office, and as he read the wire, he said: ‘ 

„Well, this is my last day.“ 


Weak Arm May Have Been Cause. 
Strang broke an arm about the middle of 
June during a race in Kenosha and is said 
not to have been strong enough to attempt 
the wearisome grind of the state run this 
week. It is thought this weak arm may 


have contributed to a lack of control of the 


car. Friends who saw hig start in the re- 
liabality declare his arm was not strong 
enough to stand the grind at the wheel on a 
long run of the kind ahead of him and think 
that when the roadway gave way he wae 
powerless to throw the steering gear. 

Strang was not an entrant in the relia- 
bility run, but offered the technical commit- 
tee his Case car and volunteered to drive it. 

Members on the tour were thrown i:to deep 
gloom over the popular driver's death. The 
body was taken to Blue River. 


HAD REMARKABLE CAREER. 

Lewis Strang had a remarkable career 
upon the motor tracks of the world and won 
some of the most coveted prizes. He first 
came into prominence about 1907, when 
Christy, the millionaire inventor of auto- 
mobile devices and amateur driver, was in- 
jured. At that time Strang was his mechani- 
dian and went into the driver's seat in 
Christy's place in Augusta, Ga. Bver since 
then he had been driving racing cars, and, 
according to experta, driving better and bet- 
ter each day. 

In the meets at Savannah, Augusta, At- 
lanta, on the Florida beaches, and at Indi- 
anapolis Strang won everything he tried for 
in the first year of his career as a racing 
driver, and im succeeding years he had his 
fair share of the laurels, although a great 
many of the accidents and disappointments 
of the game also came in his direction. 


Knew How to Buy His Own Cars. 

It ls said of Strang that he was one of 
the few men in the game who knew enough 
about the business to buy his own cars. 
He usually worked for some concern on a 
salary, but he also tried to have about the 
fastest car he could afford as his own prop- 
erty, because it was his idea that the man 
with the records could command the high- 
est salary. It was for thie reason that he 
was negotiating at the time of his death for 
a $10,000 automobile of which he had only 
recently heard in correspondence with his 
friends among the foreign racing drivers, 
with whom he was a great favorite, 

He had been in many accidénts; but was 
always lucky on the track. He was born in 
New York twenty-six years ago and had been 
connected with the Case company for a num- 
ber of years. 


Married Actress Three Years Ago. 

Strang was married about three years ago 
to a woman known on the stage as Louise 
Alexander. He was much in love with her 
at the time and she was constantly with 
him for a few months. Then they became 
estranged. Strang took the estrangement 
much to heart at first, but his friends say he 
had forgotten all about his matrimonial 
troubles long ago. To one of them he said; 

“ When a mau is down and a woman leaves 
him, it hurts; but when a man is getting 
along all right it doesnt make much dif- 
ference.” | 

William Pickens, manzger of Barney Old- 
field and former manager of Strang, showed 
several letters yesterday which indicated 
that Strang’s chief thought wae centered 
upon the purchase of a new high power car 
in England with which he expected ta smash 
all records. 

“Tt was not anything about a woman,” 
said his olf manager. “It wes just a 
case of a bad road and a bad arm. He 
was not ke the ordinary racing driver. He 
was a Girect descendant of Gen. israel Put- 
nem and a man of education and intelligence. 
‘He was just about the last man the game 
gould spare at this u 


CAPE HAITIEN IN 
HANDS OF REBELS 


Government Troops Routed in 
Night Fight and Revolu- 
tionists Enter City 
at Dawn. 


NO AMERICANS IN DANGER 


Private Yacht Protects Them 
Pending the Arrival of a 
United States War- 
ship. 


CAPE HAITIEN, July 20.—Cape Haitien 
is in the hands of the revolutionists, and the 
sole protection of Americans and other for- 
eignerg at this port is an American yacht 
which errived here yesterday morning. 

The United States gunboat Petre] seiled 
from here several hours previous to the ar- 
rival of the yacht. leaving American interests 
unprotected, and when the yacht came into 
the harbor, ite owner, Mr. Dick, found the 
town in a state of semf-anarchy. The insur- 
gents were rapidly approaching and Pres- 
dent Simon and his troops had left Fort 
Liberte for Port au Prince. 

There were rumors also that the cruiser 
Antoine Simon was on its way to bombard 
some of the porta A is customary under 
such circumstances, most of the residents 
took sides with the revolutionists, and soon 
the authorities were unable to check the dis · 
orders. , 


~— Rebels Capture the City. 

Mr. Dick notified tne officials that he would 
not permit any bombardment by Hatian war- 
ships and would protect the foreigners, 

Early last night fighting began in the 
stretes. The searchlight of the yacht was 
kept playing on the house in which the 
Americans who were brought in from work- 
ing on the railroad had collected with their 
wives. The civic authorities aided in the 
work. 

At daybreak the government was over- 
thrown, the revolutionista had occupied the 
town and the streets were filled with excited 
men, shooting at random. 

All the American women were taken aboard 
the yacht, and the foreign consulates were 
filled with refugees. These included gener- 
als who had opposed the revolution and the 
local authorities, in protecting whom the 
French consul was slightly wounded. 


Must Not Fire Private Guns. 

A request was cabled to the United States 
authorities by the yacht owner for release 
from the bond given before leaving New York 
not to use arma, and an anewer was returned 
that there was no authority for such re- 
lease. 

This practically denied the right to pro- 
tect the lives of Americans, but, notwith- 
standing, preparations were continued to 
afford protection in whatever way was 
deemed advisable. 

The whole American colony claimed im- 
mediate protection. It is pointed out tha“ 
serious results may follow if permission is de- 
nied the American yecht owner to use the 
guns with which hie vessel is supplied, ir 
case of emergency, until the arrival of an 
American warship. 


Blockade of Ports Proclaimed. 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, July 20.—The govern- 
ment has proclaimed a blockade of the ports 
of St. Marc, Gonaives, and Fort Liberte.

markable disclosures of systematic graft and 

of political interference with the administra- 

tion of the law are expected to be forthcom- 

ing from the trials of the three revenue 

agents indicted for receiving bribes from Chi- 
_ Cago oleomargarine dealers. 

It develops that the fore oi revenue agents 
intrusted with the enforcement of the oleo 
law was infested with corruption when Com- 
missioner Cabell came into office in 1909. The 
oleo manufacturers were doing practically 
as they pleased and moonshfning was preva- 

, lent. As a result of the commissioner's dis- 
coveries the entire force of agents in the Chi- 
cago office was transferred to other points 
and Col. Ingram and a new staff of inspec- 
tors placed on the 100. 


Hand of Lorimer Seen. 

Senator William Lorimer is found taking a 
hand in the matter at this stage. In the treas- 
ury department are a number of letters from 
Senator: Lorimer in which he requests the 
transfer of revenue agents assigned to the 
enforcement of the oleomargarine law in the 
Chicago district. The request of Mr. Lorimer, 
who was known then as now asa close friend 
of William J. Moxley, the oleo magnate, was 
not honcred by the treasury department. 

Commissioner Cabell declined today to dis- 
cuss the charges involving Assistant District 
Attorney Ben T. Davis and Revenue Agent 
Caviezel. He is awaiting a complete report of 
the matter by Col. Ingram. At the depart- 
ment of justice it was stated that no informa- 
tion would be given out until Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham returns to the capital. 

Davis was involved in' the accusation 
against Revenue Agent Caviezel and in a pre- 
Uminary report which Col. Ingram sent to 
Commissioner Cabell it was charged that As- 
sistant District Attorney Childs was protect- 
ing Davis from investigation by the grand 
jury. ; 

Evidence Given by Dealers. 

The incident in which Caviezel and Davis 
are involved is said to have taken place 
nearly three years ago. The evidence was 
given by oleo dealers as a result of the fierce 
warfare waged on them by Col. Ingram and 
his aids. Further revelations have been 
promised by other butterine men. 

When Cabell took charge of the internal 
revenue branch of the treasury department 
he made a trip to Chicago to ascertain con- 
ditions in respect to the collection of the oleo 
tax. He reported to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury MacVeagh that the situation was rotten 
with inefficiency and corruption. 

For many years, it appears, the same force 
of agents had been on duty in Chicago, most 
of them being local men appointed through 
political influence. The regulation requiring 
the frequent shifting ot the agents had been 
ignored. 

These agents, who were under obligations 
to Chicago political powers, were making 
little pretense of collecting the full tax and 
of stamping out moonshining. There were 
occasional prosecutions, some of which were 
stopped by bribes divided between revenue 
agents and government prosecutors. 


Transfer of the Agents. 


ties to determine which of the Chicago reve- 
nue agents were honest and which dishonest. 
Commissioner Cabell therefore decided to 
transfer the entire force te other fields of 
endeavor. A few wer. discharged on the 
spot. 

Caviezel, who was one of the principal 
agents in the office at the time, was trans- 
ferred to Indianapolis. He has not worked on 
oleo cases for the last two years. He and 
Oldam were dismissed from the service last 
week when the treasury department learned 
of the rturn of the bribery indictments 
against them. ’ 

For more than two years Col. Ingram and 
fifty-seven agents have been ferreting out 
the corruption in the administration of the 
oleo tax law. More than fifty big moon- 
shiners have been convicted and many of 
them are serving long terms in the peni- 
tentiary. 


Many Driven Out of Business. 

About 2,000 other moonshiners have been 
driven out of business in Chicago. Before 
the shake up in the internal revenue office 
these moonshiners had been obtaining white 
oleo. from the big manufacturers without 
any record of the sale being given the gov- 
ernment representauves. Then the moon- 
shiners colored the white article and sold 
the product, principally to hotels, restau- 
rants, and small grocers. 

A large number of men formerly in the 
oleo branch of the internal revenue service 
have left and accepted employment by the 
butterine firms. Some of the oleo makers 
indicted by Chicago grand juries formerly 
were government revenue agents. 


CHILDS AND INGRAM TALK. 

Signed statements and denials were issued 
from the federal building yesterday follow- 
ing the charge that Washington authorities 
are invesiigating the conduct of two assist- 
ant Unit tates district attorneys. 

Robert W. Childs, one of the assistant dis- . 
trict attorneys mentioned, issued a state- 
ment and so did Col. C. H. Ingram, internal 
revenue agent.

There have already been returned by the 
grand jury which is now in session Investi- 
gating the oleomargarine frauds, indictments 
against twenty-five oleomarcarine manufac- 
turers and revenue men and this grand jury 
has not yet been discharged. As for any 
influence having been used to protect any 
person from indictment, or to procure the in- 
dictment of any person who should not have 
been indicted, no such influer ce has been 
used by any one. What evidence was given 
before the grand jury is a matter of record 
and if called for in open court wil: be pro- 
duced. ;

The young man admitted that he had for- 
felted a bond given for his release on a bur- 
giary charge, upon which he is awaiting trial, 
and intimated that if he was treated right 
bs the state’s attorney's office he not only 
would give up what information he had, but 
get more on the slugging cases. The assist- 
ant state’s attorneys refused to consider any 
pargain for evidence, and allowed him to 
jeave, but retained the $200 voucher. 

Shortly after Hartzell left the eriminal 
court building word of the labor headquar- 
terr robbery at 232 North Clark street reached 
the state’s attorney's office. Orders were 
sent out to arrest Hartzell, and detectives 
from the prosecutor's office who had been 
told to keep him under espionage because of 
his remarkable story told earlier in the day 
brought him back. He was searched, and 
further loot of the burglary—a score of 
checks and letters—was found in his clothing. 
Further questioning is said to have elicited 
ipformation that others were involved with 
bim in the burglary. 

Grand jury action was agreed upon, and 
John C. Hanlon, secretary of the Bullding 
Trades’ council, was summoned. He identi- 
fied the papers taken from Hartzell as those 
stolen from the rooms, and so testified be- 
fore the grand jury. A true bill, which will 
be returned in Judge Kavanagh's court this 
morning, was quickly voted. 


“Frameup”’ Suspected by Police. 
Mystery surrounds the appearance of Hart-

He had sent 
in an application to the training schoo) for 
the help of deaconesses who could save the 
girls from a downward course. 

Mrs. Meyer was one of the speakers at the 


deaconess service on the Dbesplaines camp 


ground yesterday afternoon. 

Don't sell yourselves, girls,“ Mrs. Meyer 
said, but give yourselves to righteous work. 
Consecrated money is hard to get, but conse- 
crated flesh and blood is still harder to get. 


Shows Growth of Deaconess Work. 

Mrs. Meyer reviewed the progress of dea- 
coness work, 

‘Twenty-four years ago,” she said, there 
wads not a deaconess in the Methodist church, 
and there was not a single sick person who 
was cared for officially under the care of the 
Methodist church. Today there are 1,186 
deaconesses who use property valued at 
$5,000,000. There are twenty-three hospitals 
under deaconess patronage. Last year the 
deaconesses cared for 16,000 sick persons.“ 

Mrs. John P. Brushingham, Sycamore, pre- 
sided at the meeting. Miss Vina Smith, a 
deaf mute deaconéss, sang in the sign lan- 
guage the hymn “ Faith of Our Fathers.” 
Mrs. H. H. Smith, a former deaconess, sang 
the words of the hymn in harmony with the 
movements of her mute interpreter. 

The Woman's Foreign Missionary society 
meeting, which followed immediately the 
meeting of the deaconesses, was presided 
over by Mrs. A. H. Vollintine. 

Mrs. W. C. Terrill, Inhambane, Africa, read 
the scriptures and led in prayer. 

Mrs. H. Olin Cady, a returned missionary 
who spent twenty years in China, told of 
progress in her field.

OF MILK TRUST 


Attorney General Sends Out 
Investigators to Learn 
Facts in Large Cities. 


BORDEN CO. UNDER FIRE. 


Many Complaints Made That 
Prices Are Controlled by IIle- 
gal Combinations. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
Upon orders issued by Attorney General 
Wickersham a force of investigators started 
out today to run down charges that the busi- 
ness of supplying milk to most of the large 
cities in the country is controlled by com- 
bines, some of which are of more than local 
magnitude. 

In Chicago, New York, and several other 
large cities, Borden’s Milk company will 
be the principal concern under investigation. 
This is the largest milk distributing company 
in this country. It was been charged with 
being a party to combinations in Chicago and 
elsewhere by virtue of which the price of 
milk purchased from the farmer and sold to 
the consumer is absolutely controlled by 
agreements. 


Price in Chicago Kept Down. 

Although no person ever has been con- 
wicted of e cgnspiracy to control milk prices, 
mere have been local grand jury investiga- 
tions and indictments, as a result of which 
attempts to raise the price of the fluid have 
been thwarted. 

This was the case in Chicago a couple of 
years ago when a concerted plan to raise the 
price from 7 to 8 cents a quart was exposed 
and eventually abandoned. 

During the last year the department of jus- 
tice has been receiving frequent complaints 
of the manipulation of milk prices by big 
dealers and the associations. It was asserted 
that the federal department of justice should 
prosecute for the reason that the milk in- 
volved was transported in interstate com- 
‘merce and that therefore the milk trust was 
amenable to the Sherman anti-trust law. 


Inquiry Begins in Washington. 
Washington is one of the cities in which it, 
Was alleged that a milk trust was operating. 
Any local combination in the Digtrict of Co- 
lumbia, without reference to interstate com- 
merce, is amenable to the Sherman law, and 
the attorney general therefore decided to 
start his investigation here. The inquiry 
subsequently will be extended to other large 
cities.

Nurses Fight to Save Babies. 


A policy of personal activity in the inspec- 
tion work of hia department was inaugurated 
yesterday by Health Commissioner Young. 

As his first venture he visited a number 
of bakeries and, as a result, determined 
to give a little time each week to obtaining 
first hand information concerning sanitary 
conditions. 

**I hope to be able to spend at least half 
a day a week,“ he said, in learning for 
myself just what are the conditions that the 


branches of its work. Written or oral re- 
ports are well in their way, but a true under - 
standing can come only through personal 
contact.“ 

His first day, he said, had been an interest- 
ing one, and, although he declined to men- 
tion names and places, began a collection 
of curios that will serve as object lessons 
if occasion requires. 


Gets Evidence of Uncleanliness. 

„We have here,“ he said, unfolding an 
article wrapped in a piece of paper, a 
sample of the incrustation that forms in 
bakeries where proper cleanliness is not en- 
forced. N 

The “ scale that had been split off the 
crust was about two Inches square and half 
an inch thick, and resembled more than any- 
thing else a piece of cooky that had rotted, 
It was yellowish green in color. 

That is composed of flour, dough, sugar, 
eggs, dust, and sweepings that have been 
allowed to accumulate.“ he explained. “It 
was part of the coating found on both asides 
of the lid to a bin used fer cornmeal in a 
bakery. The flour has fermented and it con- 
tains a great number of harmless bacteria, 
but examination by the laboratory chemists 
may show pathogenic germs.” 

Dr. Young’s inspection work will include 
bakeries, restaurants, dairies, ice cream fac- 
tories, bottling works, and other places with- 
in the jurisdiction of his department.

REVOLT FAILS TO SHOW. 


Asquith to Invoke Power of King 
Unless Peers Accept His 
Demands. 


LONDON, July 20.—The house of lords 
used the third reading of the parliament 
pil, otherwise known as the veto bill, with- 
git division today after only three hgurs’ de- 
pate. The revolt of the insurgent peers failed 
to materialize. 
All threats of the extremist lords to throw 
ut the bill at this stage and precipitate a 
qisis proved a bluff. One solitary peer, 
Baron Stanmore, raised his voice to demand 
g vote, but found no supporter. 

Lord Morley, for the government, and Lord 
lanedowne, leader of the opposition, re- 
peated some familiar arguments for and 
against the measure. 

Lord Halsbury, leader of the extremists, 
threatened a fight if the house of commons 
tejects the amendments. 


Future Course on Measure 

The future of the measure may be predicted 
night with reasonable certainty. Premier 
Asquith in the commons on Monday will 
move the rejection of the lords’ amend- 
ments en bloc. This done, the prime min- 
ister will announce that if the lords per- 
sist, there will be no course open for him 
but to offer the king certain advice which 
will insure the passage of the bill. 

It would not be in accordance with con- 
gtitutional etiquette to specify the nature of 
the advice, but every one will understand 
that it wil) dea! with the creation of liberal 
peers. 

The house of lords will meet on Wednes- 
éay or Thursday and Lord Lansdowne will 
move the acceptance of the bill, predicting 
its repeal as soon as the Unionists: return 
to office. If the extremists rally around 
Halsbury and vote for the rejection of the 
bill, Lord Lansdowne is expected to sum- 
mon his followers to vote for it. It is not 
anticipated that Halsbury will find more than 
Ay to make a last stand. |

PLOT TO MURDER PRESIDENT 
CHARGED BY MEXICAN POLICE. 


Three Suspects Are Arrested, but Senor 
De La Barra Refuses to Believe He Is 
in Danger. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

Mexico City, July 20.—The city was star- 
tled today by the announcement that the 
police had discovered a plot to assassinate 
President de la Barra and had arrested six 
men suspected of being mixed up in the con- 
spiracy. 

It is said the attempt on the president’s life 
was to have been made on Tuesday of this 
week, when Senor de la Barra was attend- 
ing the festivities at Juarez. The president 
declares he refuses to believe anything had 
been plenned against him. 

It is insistently rumored that the port- 
folio of minister of war in Dela Barra’s cab- 
inet. vacated yesterday by the resignation 
of Senor Racon, has been offered to Gen. 
Bernardo Reyes. This change is the first 
of a considerable number expected to be 
made in the cabinet in the next few days. 

Further pillaging at Puebla is reported. A 
factory owned by Sanchez Gavito was at- 
tacked by Maderist soldiers. They alpo raid- 
ed the ranch of Enrique Silva Lanager, who 
is sald to have been killed. His mules were 
slaughtered and farming implements de- 
stroy ed. 


Mexicans Flee to Texas. 

San Antonio, Tex., July 20.—Foreigners ar- 
riving here today from Mexico in large num- 
bers report that a state of anarchy exists in 
Torreon and the state of Coahuila. They re- 
port the situation ts critical and say they will 
remain here until some foreign power inter- 
venes in Mexico. 


ANNIE PECK SCALES VOLCANO. 


American Mountain Climber, Accom- 
panied by Five Natives, Ascends 
Coropuna, in Southern Peru. 


LIMA, July 20.—Miss Annie S. Peck, the 
American mountain climber, accompanied by 
Carl Volkmar and five Peruvians, ascended 
two peaks of the volcano Coropuna on July 
16. The Coropuna is one of a number of 
volcanoes in southern Peru, the elevations 
of which are given at from 18,000 to 20,000 
feet.

ACCUSES BANKERS 
Declares Financiers Seek to 


Gain Control of Bankrupt 
Lawrence, Mass. 


OPPOSES PLEA FOR LOAN. 


Unwilling to Barter Away Citi- 
zens’ Right to Govern the 
Municipality. 


Lawrence, Mass., July 20.—[Special.}—The 
plight of this city has been found to be much 
worse than pictured by the committee which 
called on Gov. Foss and reqyentes a state 
loan of $500,000, 

The city, which has been regarded as one 
of the most conservative in the east, is bank- 
rupt, and the legislature, through Gov. Foss, 
has been asked to establish a precedent in 
American politics, lending it $500,000, and 
in consideration of this the citizens are to 
relinquish all rights to self-government. 

Mayor Cahill, who had been absent from the 
city for several weeks, was found in New 
York, and he had a conference with Gov. Foss 
today at the statehouse. Eight of the Law- 
rence bankers who seek to have a commis- 
sion form of government named for their 
city were present. The mayor vigorously 
opposed this demand. Previeus to the con- 
ference the mayor said: 

“This is a scheme on the part of the bank- 
ers and real estate sharks to control Law- 
rence and more especially the finances of 
the city: The movement is led by Cornelius 
J. Corcoran, president of the Lawrence Trust 
company, on whom I have made a demand 
for $72,000 of the city’s money which his 
bank is improperly holding.” 


Charges Made by Business Men. 

The members of the business men’s com- 
mittee say the present financial situation is 
the result of methods such as sent Mayor 
William P. White to jail last year. During 
the last seven years the city has been reduced 


to a position where it can issue no more bonds. 


No more money may be borrowed in antici- 
pation of taxes. Only a small amount of back 
taxes is due. The sum of $85,000 has already 


been paid in taxes, which are not due until 
October, and has been used for current ex- 


penses. This money would have been used 
ordinarily toward repaying the $1,100,000 
which was borrowed in anticipation of taxes. 

Despite what may be said by the opposing 
forces there is a grave danger that the public 
schools will not be reopened in September. 
They are closed now for the summer vaca- 
tion, but there is no money available for.sal- 
aries or maintenance, A force of 250 men 
employed in the street department was sus- 
pended owing to the lack of money. No local 
improvements can be made and one of the 
largest and fastest growing of the older New 
England cities is bordering on physical and 
financial decay. = 


' Blames the City Officials. 

Banker Corcoran declared he and his as- 
sociates waited until the last minute for the 
city officials to act. 

We faced the possibility, he “of 
having all public works stopped, because 
there would be no money in the treasury to 
pay the bills. The greatest danger was that 
our schools could not be opened in Septem- 
ber unless the teachers were willing to work 
for nothing. 3 

There is now about $45,000 in the city 
treasury. Our weekly pay roll ie between 
$10,000 and $11,000 for city employés. The 
mayor and the city council made no move to 
avert a coming crisis. 

“The city has not paid its June bills and 
has no money to pay future obligations. The 
legislature was about to adjourn and we 
simply felt that immediate action was nec- 
essary. Therefore, it was unanimously voted 
to send the delegation to Boston to urge Gov. 
Foss to send a special message to the legis- 
lature.” 7 

Mr. Corcoran said the financial condition 
of the city is even worse than newspapers 
had shown; that even the Bellevue Cemetery 
fund, which consists of money for the per- 
petual care of city cemetery lots, had been 
spent; that uncollectable poll taxes had been 
carried on the city books as an asset, and 
money borrowed on the strength of them. 


Can’t Borrow More Money. 

The overdraft of last year, amounting te 
$200,000, had not been taken care of, a” 
cording to Mr. Corcoran, and it is now too 
late te put it into the tax levy, and the city 
has not borrowing capacity to bond it. 

Michael A. Scanlon, chairman of the board 
of aldermen, a real estate and insurance 
man, who is regarded as the fighting member 
of the board, was loud in his denunciation of 
the methods of the city officials.

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UTILITIES JUNKET ON ITS WAY 


Illinoisans Seek Light in Regard 
to Two Commissions, 


FIRST VISIT AT MADISON. 


Wisconsin Official Says State Should 
Name Both Boards. 


Madison, Wis., July 20.—A.special commit- 
tee of the Illinois legislature arrived in Madi- 
son this afternoon to study Wisconsin's sys- 
tem of public utility regulation. The mem- 
bers of the Wisconsin rate commission re- 
ceived the delegates and entered upon, a 
conference on the commission's activities. 

An attempt to pass a public utilities law 
fadled in the last session of the IIlinois legis- 
lature and that body then decided to make an 
investigation of public utilities in the United 
States as a basis for future needs. 

Commissioner Roemer of Wisconsin was 
plied with questions, particularly regarding 
the advisability of maintaining two commis- 
sions, reference being made to the proposal 
to establish a city commission for Chicago, 
and a state commission. 


State Should Name Both. 

He replied that if there is a vital need for 
two commissions both should be appointed 
by the state authorities. The appointment 
of a city commission by the council would 
inevitably lead to control by the politicians. 

Asked how the public utilities of Miltwau- 
kee relished the situation, Mr. Roemer said 
confidence in the integrity, thoroughness, 
and fairness of the commission has grown 
with corporations and public alike, and cited 
the example of utility companies that are 
relieved of the necessity of contributing to 
campaign funds, and which now put the 
same money back into the service for the 
benefit of the public.

Washington, D. C., July 20—As a further 
guard aguinst the importation of Asiatic 
cholera every Italian immigrant will be sub- 
jected to an individual] bacteriological ex- 
amination. 

This order, the most drastic the govern- 
ment has made to protect this country 
against the plague, was sent today to the 
public health officers at all ports cf call 
of immigrant ships. By this method quaran- 
tine officials will detect cholera carriers, 
persons who may not have developed cholera 


in themselves but who would endanger others. 


Another Ship from Cholera Country. 

New York, July 20—Another ship from the 
cholera country anchored in quarantine to- 
day and added to the company of several 
hundred immigrants who must undergo indi- 
vidual bacteriological examination before 
they are permitted on the mainland. 

The newcomer was the steamér Principe 
Di Piemont from Genoa and Naples, cities 
which have furnished most of the cholera 
cases thus far imported. Under the stats 
and federal rules it will be detained for ten 
days, and the period may be longer if it is 
found that many of its crew oF passengers 
have the disease. 


The surgeon of the Principe Di Piemonte | 


reported all well on board excepting two 
cases of measles and «x of whooping cough. 
He gaid he had found no symptoms of chol-

HEARING HELD IN SECRET 


Election Board Meets This Morn- 
ing, When $942,500 Contract 
Probably Will Be Signed.

Even em- 
ployes of the election board were surprised 
yesterday at the speed with which action was 
being taken. 


Experts View the Machine. 

The Empire machine of nine party col- 
umns and seventy keys is said to have ar- 
rived in towm Wednesday night. At any 
rate, it was on exhibition in the board rooms 
at 9:30. o’clock yesterday morning. The 
three experts, W. L. Abbott, Paul M. Cham- 
berlain, and William Wooley, were sum- 
moned, made an investigation of the device, 
and signed their report to Judge Owens 
about 5 o'clock. 

L. R. Winslow of the Winslow company 
learned of the developments and appeared 
at the board rooms with Attorneys A. D. 
Wheeler and R. T. Turner. Mr. Winslow 
tried to go into the room where the ma- 
chine of the Empire company was on ex- 
hibition, but a guard barred him out.
